Comment  on  Vital  Statistics 

The  total  of  live  births  for  the  past  year  (l,35l)  gives  a  rate  of  24.8  per 
1,000,  still  well  above  the  national  rate  (l8.l). 

The  stillbirth  and  infant  mortality  rates  fall  just  below  the  comparable 
national  rates.  Of  the  24  infant  deaths  under  1  year  17  occurred  within  4  weeks 
from  birth. 

The  local  death  rate  for  the  year  (4.5)  viewed  against  the  national  rate  (11.5) 
again  clearly  indicates  the  low  proportion  of  elderly  residents  in  a  new  town. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1965  of  54,370  gives  an  annual  increase 
of  1,930  but  continued  inward  migration  again  makes  such  a  figure  out  of  date. 

Deaths  from  cancer  (all  sites)  gives  the  favourable  figure  of  45  cf  which  12 
(all  males)  were  from  cancer  of  lung  or  bronchus.  Local  deaths  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents  numbered  5  (all  males)  while  all  other  accidental  deaths  numbered  7 
(4  males  and  3  females).

SECTION  F 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Total  notifications  of  acute  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  numbered 
(after  corrections) : - 


Measles  1707,  Scarlet  Fever  27,  Infectious  Hepatitis  11, 
Whooping  Cough  6,  Food  Poisoning  6,  Dysentery  3  and  Puerperal 
Pyrexia  2. 


Measles  was,  this  year,  heavily  epidemic  in  the  first  quarter,  while 
scarlet  fever  was  sporadic  in  time  and  area  with  cases  having  a  quarterly 
distribution  12,  8,  2,  and  5* 

Whooping  Cough  though  occasionally  suspected  would  appear  to  be  often 
so  mild  as  to  be  seldom  definitely  confirmed  and  deemed  to  require  notification. 

Infectious  Hepatitis  (jaundice)  infection  continued  though  on  a  reduced 
scale  from  1964,  with  a  quarterly  incidence  3-6-2-0,  suggesting  a  slow  decline 
after  previous  scattered  and  prolonged  spread  of  infection.  This  infection  has 
generally  a  slow  incubation  period  of  around  4  weeks  between  cases. 

Food  Poisoning  was  confined  to  three  small  household  outbreaks,  scattered 
in  time,  where  despite  energetic  bacteriological  search  no  definite  causal 
organism  was  identified  in  any  of  the  households  affected. 

Again  there  was  no  local  report  of  any  enteric  illness  during  the  year. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Against  smallpox,  efforts  continue  directed  towards  securing  primary 
vaccination  of  infants  during  the  second  year  of  life.  After  the  fall  in 
vaccinations  caused  by  the  change  in  the  recommended  age,  recorded  acceptances 
in  North  Herts  have  now  risen  to  a  ratio  of  nearly  60%  of  annual  live  births. 

Such  ratio  is  of  course  well  below  the  figure  of  over  80%  for  children  receiving 
oral  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccine  or  TRIFLE  vaccine,  both  offered  in  the  first 
year  of  life. 

Combined  immunisation  against  diphtheria ,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus 
continues  unchanged  in  the  form  of  three  separate  injections  of  TRIPLE  vaccine 
from  the  age  of  three  months.  An  additional  (fourth)  'booster'  dose  is  delayed 
to  around  l8  months.  Total  returns  show  an  acceptance  rate  well  above  S0%.  An 
additional  'booster'  dose  is  offered  at  the  age  of  infant  school  entry,  omitting 
the  whooping  cough  fraction  which  when  repeated  after  such  interval  is  found  to 
cause  occasional  reactions. 

Oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis,  sandwiched  in  time  between  the  third 
and  fourth  doses  of  the  triple  vaccine  course,  continues  to  have  an  equally  high 
acceptance  rate.  A  'booster'  dose  is  offered  of  such  oral  vaccine  around  time 
of  infant  school  entry,  while  a  further  booster  dose  is  likely  to  be  offered  to 
the  susceptible  population  of  an  area  where  any  future  outbreak  should  be  confirmed 

Protection  against  tuberculosis  by  E.C.G.  /accine  continues  to  be  offered 
to  13+  year  old  scholars,  with  an  acceptance  rate  around  80$.  Since  the 
commencement  of  such  scheme  in  1937  it  is  of  interest  that  the  percenbage  of 
positive  reactors  to  the  HEAP  (tuberculin)  Test  has  fallen  steadily  from  over 
18  per  cent  to  3*5  per  cent  this  last  year.  In  part  this  is  due  to  the  great 
reduction  in  the  numbers  of  open  (infective)  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
in  the  population  but  the  other  factor  must  have  been  the  widespread  adoption 
of  pasteurisation  of  milk  over  the  last  10-20  years.  The  latter  factor  is 
almost  certainly  responsible  for  the  spectacular  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
surgical  tuberculosis  (of  glands,  bones  and  joints),  formerly  common  among 
children.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1965. 


SECTION  C 


Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area 


i)  Water  Supply 

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  are  the  water  undertakers  for 
the  area. 

There  are  3  bore  holes  in  the  Town  known  as  Whitehall,  Rooks 
Nest  and  Broomin  Green.  The  first  2  supply  water  to  the  area  generally 
but  the  latter  is  now  only  used  for  experimental  purposes  by  the  Water 
Pollution  Research  Laboratories  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology.  3  samples 
of  the  raw  supply  taken  by  the  Water  Authority  during  the  year  proved 
satisfactory  on  chemical  analysis  and  23  samples  taken  during  the  same 
period  for  bacteriological  examination  were  found  not  to  contain  B.Coli 
organisms . 

A  further  4  samples  from  the  water  going  into  supply  also  proved 
satisfactory  on  chemical  analysis.  The  water  from  the  pumping  stations 
is  subjected  to  chlorination  and  de-chlorination  before  going  into  supply. 

Routine  tests  were  made  throughout  the  year  on  the  distributive 
system  and  on  examination  the  fluoride  content  was  found  in  all  cases  to 
be  less  than  0.2  parts  per  million  with  no  plumbo-solvency  and  gave 
satisfactory  bacteriological  results.  An  adequate  supply  of  water 
throughout  the  area  is  being  maintained. 

There  are  now  only  2  houses  in  the  Urban  District  which  obtain 
their  water  from  private  bore  holes.  These  bore  holes  are  approximately 
200ft,  deep  and  have  always  given  satisfactory  results  on  bacteriological 
examination . 
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SWIMMING  POOL 


The  Swimming  Bath  waters  are  regularly  sampled  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  chemical  analysis  and  a  satisfactory  standard  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Sewage  Disposal 

All  main  foul  water  drainage  from  the  Town  is  now  dealt  with  at 
the  Eyemead  Sewage  Works  near  Harlow,  Few  properties  remain  connected 
to  cesspools  or  septic  tank  installations ,  and  these  will  further 
decrease  as  extensions  of  the  main  sewerage  systems  take  place. 

Refuse  Collection 


The  Public  Cleansing  Services  are  controlled  by  the  Council’s 
Surveyor.  No  tipping  is  carried  out  in  the  Town,  all  refuse  being 
transported  11  miles  to  a  tip  at  Waterford,  Nr.  Hertford. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  household  refuse  collection,  the 
Council  also  operate  a  Waste  Paper,  Trade  Refuse  and  Junk  Collection 
Service . 

Rodent  Control

Open  Air  Market 


The  Council  operate  an  Open  Air  Market  in  the  Town  Centre  on 
Fridays  and  Saturdays.  No  open  food,  other  than  fruit  or  vegetables, 
is  permitted  to  be  sold  from  the  stalls;  fish,  shell  fish,  ice  cream 
and  refreshments  may  be  obtained  from  three  mobile  shops,  which  each 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  together  with  sinks,  are  provided 
for  the  washing  of  stallholders'  equipment,  and  a  public  convenience, 
with  hot  and  cold  washing  facilities  and  hand  drying  equipment,  is 
also  available. 

The  market  is  administered  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Knackers  Yard 


There  is  one  licensed  Knackers  Yard  in  the  Town.  This  is  of 
model  design  and  is  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
premises  are  regularly  inspected. 


vii)  Petroleum  Installations 


63  Licences  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  and  Petroleum  Mixtures 
have  been  issued  during  the  year. 


SECTION  E 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises 

i)  Milk  Supplies 

There  are  no  bottling  plants  within  the  area  and  all  milk 
sold  is  either  pasteurised  or  sterilised.  No  samples  of  raw  milk 
have,  therefore,  been  examined. 

ii)  The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1963 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district  and  no 
liquid  egg  is  being  used  at  the  local  bakehouses. 

i ii )  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960 

All  food  premises,  which  are,  in  the  main,  of  modern  construction, 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  the 
hygienic  standards  maintained  by  the  staffs  is  generally  good.

Licences 
have  been  granted  to  33  dealers,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  these  Regulations. 

v)  Inspection  of  Registered  Food  Premises 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  premises  registered  for  the  sale 
of  Ice  Cream  am’  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  and 
other  foods.  Those  premises  selling  Ice  Cream,  but  excluded  from 
registration  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  were  also  inspected. 

vi)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

During  the  year,  apart  from  meat  condemned  at  the  private 
slaughterhouse,  4  tons  10  cwts.  30  lbs.  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned 
at  various  food  premises  in  the  Town.  All  condemned  food  is  stained 
with  a  naphthalene  dye  and  removed  from  the  food  shops  for  disposal 
under  supervision  at  the  Council's  tip;  strict  control  is  exercised 
over  its  disposal. 

vii)  Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations 

A  regular  check  is  made  of  the  many  Ice  Cream  vendors  operating 
within  the  Town.  There  are  no  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in  Stevenage.

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ix)  Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection 


There  is  one  private  Slaughterhouse  in  the  Town,  and  11  persons 
are  licensed  by  the  Council  to  act  as  slaughtermen, 

22,001  animals  were  slaughtered  during  the  year  and  5  tons  9  cwts. 
of  meat  was  condemned. 

The  Council  are  operating  the  maximum  charges  permissible  under 
the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  but  nevertheless  in  view  of  the 
considerable  time  spent  by  the  Inspectors  at  the  slaughterhouse, 
particularly  at  evenings  and  week-ends,  the  charges  can  only  be 
considered  as  a  partial  contribution  to  the  cost  of  this  service. 

100/c  meat  inspection  continues  to  be  maintained. 

Some  delay  has  arisen  over  the  construction  of  the  new  abattoir 
and  new  plans  are  being  prepared  but  the  premises  are  not  now  expected 
to  open  in  1966.
